French: Device Filters Light 
To ‘Produce! Color Effects 

Paris, July 25.—A remarkable ad- 
vance made in the science of colors 
by a Frenchman whose name has not 
yet been divulged is reported here 
today, The discovery, which is said 
to be of equal importance to the cin- 
ema-and the photograph, deals with 
filtering light both to neutralize and 
produce colors, 

Eleven filtera have already- been 
produce], Materials and other objects 
upon which the color filter is to react 
are, painted or designed in advance. 
One filter, for instance, will make a 
dress appear entirely black, A. sec- 
ond filter will bring out in the design 
alternate lozenges of black and pur- 
ple. A third might bring out two yel- 
low spots and a green lozenge, 

No {echnical explanation of ‘the dis- 
coyery has been male except that. it 
is based on profound knowledge of the 
solar apectrum,. .It concerna tho selec- 
tion of colors which harmonize or an- 
nul each other, The phenomenon ‘is 
produced by electric: lights especially 
colored to filter the light of a room.

As his fellow countrymen construed 
this to be an act of hostility against 
the big Latin, so also dil Firpo in- 
terpret it as being an indication that 
he might not get a square deal in a 
match with Jack Dempsey in this 
country, 

For this reason, Firpo ineisted that 
the match be staged in Buenos Aires, 
when Rickand and Jack Kearns were 
trying to make the match with him, 

Firpo is too willing to be advised 
and he is too suspicious. His advica, 
is not always of the best and his 
doubts about the sportsmanship of 
fans in this country are abs ontely 
without foundatiort, 

Some wise old follower of fistiana 
could have told him that crowds prac- 
tically always lean toward the “un- 
der dog” and it could have been ex- 
plained that the shouts for Willard to 
“Come on” were inspired more by a 
loser making a rally than by a spire 
it of animosity toward a “brown 
man,” 

In insisting that the bout be stazed 
in South America, Firpo was losing 
sight of the fact that champion would 
be in much more unfavorable sur- 
rounding there than Firpo would eyer 
be in this country.

Wooden Plows’ Used in America 150 
Years Ago. 4 2 

The people of all countries went 
through the early experience of dnd- 
tng aways and means of tilling the 
soll, some slowly, some rapidly; and 
curlously enough the first plow of all 
nations were much the same in spite 
of the fact that some nations:started 
thirty or forty centuries ahead’ of 
the others. The wooden plow ts anly 
accntury and a half remote In Amer 
can agriculture. . 

It te curfous to trace the progress 
of plowmaking in Britain, where 
Cesar introduced the plow about 
65 B.C, Those of the early cultiva- 
tors were of necessity rude aot 
perfect, for in ‘those days the Dlow- 
man was obliged by law to make a 
plow before he was permitted-to use 
one, It fs uncertain whether the 
early British plow had wheels, but 
some of those of the Saxons were 
furnished with them. The Norman 
‘plow was furnished with wheels, and 
It was usual for the plowman to carry 
wu hatchet to break the clods, : 
Introduction of the Subsot! Plow. 

The first attempt at the construc- 
tion of a subsoll plow was made fn 
1677. ° It lonsened the land up to a 
depth of fourteer inches. It is not 
necessary to do more than point to 
the various and numerous references 
which are found In early history of 
this valuable implement. For ages 
the’ plow was little more’ than a 
clumsy Instrument, which served only 
to tear up the surface of the land 
sufficiently deep for the seeds to be 
buried. It was not brought to any- 
thing Ike a perfect tillage tool until 
the close of the seventeenth century. 
The Dutch were amongst the: first 
who brought the plow more into 
shape, and soon its best features were 
copied and included in the Britisher’s 
idea of a plow, 

The Rotherham plow was made by 
J. Faljambe at Rotherham, and a 
patent was granted for it In 1730. 
it was then the most perfect In use, 
and Is still well known after two cen- 
turies, This plow was constructed 
chiefy of wood, the draft fron share 
and couller gnd@-ihe plating on the 
mould board and sole being the only 
Parts made of iron, With the de- 
velopment of the Iron industry, ‘It 
was but a short timo before plows 
made entirely of Iron and stecl were 
being made. 

James Small, a Scotsman, was the 
frst inventor and manufacturer of 
the cast-iron mould board.’ At that 
time (1760) the plow was sencrally 
the joint manufacture ut the village 
wheelwright and blacksmith. Plow- 
shares had been made of wrought 
iron until 1785, when a patent was 
wzanted to Robert ftansome for the 
making of cast-iron shares. The case 
hardening proceas as applied to cast- 
fron shares was the subject of a 
patent granted in 1803, 

British Plows the Climax in Derelop- 
ment. 

The Rotherham plow, Sunzall's 
chain plow, and Small’s Scotch plow 
tepresented the climax in plow de- 
velopment previous to 1800, and the 
men whose ingenuity, spirit, and per- 
serverance- brought about the devel- 
opment in plow making were Fol- 
jcmbe, Small, Wilkie, Finlayson and 
Ransome.. The work and develop- 
ment of the plow during the past 
425 years is too well known to all 
to! warrant its mention here. 

‘The old plowmen simply scratched: 
the soll with-their crude implements, 
going ever the feld time and time 
again, crossing and re-crossing until 
they had worked up a few inches into 
a seed bed. The Roman farnis wero 
rarely.over Ave acres in extent, and 
when our forefathers {n this country 
used the old wooden plow, the clear- 
ings among the stumps wero small. 
The two century.gap between the old 
rooter that scratched the soll surface 
and the new multiple bottom tractor 
plow. of to-day is a long stretch for. 
the numerous plow milcstunes that 
stand by.the way to mark the pro- 
gress of Agriculture.—L. Stevenson, 
0. A. C., Guelph.

Sho 
was not afraid, ind it is sald that 
sho: ig absolutely without fear, and 
ia an accomplished swimmer, horse- 
woman and a deft handler of fire- 
arms, She was escorted to the bor- 
der, and then with a native assistant 
to the commissioner and a few 
{riendly tribesmen shovgroceeded to 
the bandits’ lair. 

Though sho is said to be the only 
woman in India who could have galn- 
od @ safe conduct through that re- 
gion, she had not gone far when » 
mossenger told her to turn back. She 
pald no attention and kept on, She 
reached the realdence of the Chief 
Mullah and much against ‘his will in- 
duced him to tell her the names of 
the bandits, Then tho native assist- 
ant went to their fortress and con- 
vinced Ajab, the leader, that while 
the negotiations were proceeding he 
had better return Mollie to the Mul- 
lah’s house, which must be regarded 
as a masterpiece of diplomacy.

‘After the armistice the twp ladies 
lived itogether at the Hotel ‘Adion, 
and: Mra. Harding,-who was the wife 
of;a German, ‘was extremely useful 
to her fellow jJonrnalist tn introduc- 
ing her to important people and pro- 
widing ber with news, Mrs. Harding 
being widely acquainted in the city. 
Mra. Uarding returned. to London 
and Mra. Harrison went back to the 
United States, later - on» leaving: for 
Russia. She supposed that Mrs. 
Harding had carried out her inten- 
tion cf securing a divorce from her 
hasband and thus becoming a British 
subject again, afte> which she was 
te open a business in London. Mrs, 
Harrison was not Jong in Russia 
when: she was arrested, and it was 
obvious to her that the information 
against her had come from Germany. 
‘The Russians knew that she had act- 
od as an American spy there and they 
feared she had come to Russia to spy, 
gw suspicion which was no doubt weil 
grounded. She was released on pa- 
role, and then appears to have cater- 
ed into a contest. of wits with the 
Russian officials, intimating to them 
that she might send colored reports 
to the United States on certain condi- 
tions, but manocurring.so that she 
did not: actually have to send™hem. 

Thos she continued to fence when 
she learned that Mrs. Harding was 
coming to Russia, She was: aston- 
ished and alarmed. Sho knew that 
what information the Soviet had 
about her, it had also about Mrs. 
Harding and was certain that ‘the 
latter would: be immediately arrested 
on her arrival. There was a British 
correspondent then leaving Russia 
and by him she sent a message ad- 
vising: Mra. Harding on no account to 
enter the country. message was 
never delivered. Theo she advised 
tho Russian Forelgn Office not to ad~ 
mit Mrs. Harding, but her. proteat 
was disregarded, and Mrs. Harding 
entered bearing the highest recom- 
mendations from Socialists in other 
countries, She was met at the fran- 
tler by an agent of the Cheka, and 
on her arrival. was taken to ‘the 
house in. Moscow where Mra. Harri- 
son was staying. 

Mrs, Harrison asserts that all the 
time she was in prison she sent her 
packages of food and was the only} 
person to,do'so. She saw her just 
once in the; course of her detention, 
She was told that {n the hall as she 
was leaving she would see Mra 
Harding, but ‘was forbidden to give 
her any orders, believing that not to 
do so wouid subject both of them 
to further unpleasantness. - Mrs. 
Harding, not unnaturally, supposed 
that Mra, Harrison by refusing to 
look at hef was announcing the end 
of their friendship, and from this 
and other circumstances came to the 
conclusion that she had been be 
trayed. Mrs, Harrison makes, tath- 
er a good point when she says that 
though she was in the United States. 
from Septepbér, 1921, until June, 
1922, Mrs. Harding never wrote: to 
her or made any protest against her 
supposed treachery, and that her 
charges were publicly launched at a 
time when their object was on a long 
journey with no opportunity of mak- 
ing an immediate answer.

Not:from, patriotic reasons! did 
che ‘raise, the: standard. of: revolt 
against {ho Egyptian “Government, 
but because the gavernment was in- 
terfering ‘with his most _profttable 
(line of business, which was the slave 
trade. ertheless, | hia. rebellion 
against thé curtailment, of his busi- 
neas activities synchronized with tho 
religious crusade of the Mahdl. They 
Joined’ forces, ‘Osman ming ‘the 
chief Meutenant of the Mahdi, and 
tho real military director of the cam- 
paign against the British. 

About Osman’s Mneage there 
some doubt. One theory is that, h 
was the son of a roving Scotchman 
and a native Arab woman, of the 
Hadendowas; another that his grand- 
father was a Turk and his grand- 
tmother an Arab. In any event, he 
was brought, jp by the.Arabs as ‘a 
boy} but later, with his brother, took 
chargo of the business at Suakin. The 
reapectable part of this business was 
a trafic in ostrich feathers, guna, 
ivory, pepper, skins and other Central 
African produce ‘in ‘return for more 
or less tawdry European’ goods.’ But 
the most profitable trade was. in 
slaves. In)1870 the slave trade was 
abolished, ‘aid’ the prosperity ofgine 
house of Digna began to decline*For 
a time it was carried on clandestinely 
on a reducod:scalo, bat in 1877 the 
firm was rummed when a British gun- 
boat captured’m boat: loaded with 
slaves, the'property’of the Digna 
brothers, Osman determined to re- 
bel, and he summoned’ number of 
his friends'and sugested pians for 
& revolt, but these fricnds wete timid. 

Osman left Suakin and for the next 
six years roamed through the inter- 
for, doing a ttle’ trade and making 
extensive acquaintance with the no- 
mad tribes,. In 1882, Mahomet Ach- 
met’ from hjs hendquarters in the 
White desert announced thatshe was 
the Mahdi, and in’2883 Osman visited 
him to volunteer his services, He 
Was cordially weicomed,’''and left 
with the title “Emir of the Dervish 
of God,” antt with authority to raise 
trogps in support jf the ‘holy war. 
He won over an importaxt ‘Arab tribe 
which had ‘confrol of the caravan 
route fromBerber*to’Suakin, and 
at tho headof: this tribe was called 
upon to girs. battle to'Towfhk Bey 
and a number of Egyptian soldiers. 
‘Ho was defeated with heavy loss, and 
a short time) later. was’ bedten again. 
By this: time-most’ of his followers 
had desertedj/but- Oaman was not 
discouraged, and. shortly> afterward, 
he. surprised and massac & con- 
aiderable Egyptian. fores.

He wrote “Brutus,” which has been 
played by nearly all the. great tra- 
sedians since, and was one of Edwin 
Forrést’s beat roles; and nearly fifty 
other plays, which have not survived, 
butewhich enriched him and added to 
his celebrity. It was after tails suc- 
ceas that the Idea for "Home Sweet 
Home” occurred to him, although 
somo. years earlicr he had written 
a Yosse with the same sentiment in 
which the words “Home, Dear 
Home,” were the refrain, The song 
occurred in an opcra which he wrote, 
the music belng by his friend, Sir 
Henry Bishop. This muste, however, 
was an adaptation of a:theme of a 
song which Payne, heard when visit- 
ing Italy, He has related that he 
heard an Italian girl’sing a melody 
whose” sweetness’ “haunted . 
though he was. unfamiliar with the 
words, He jotted down the alr, and 
then sent it to Bishop, who recog- 
nized it, and used {t when making 
his composition. —. -« - 

The ‘opera was a success, and the 
song became world-famous in a short 
while,” How mich Payne recelyed for 
it {s in doubt, but ho got no royalties, 
heaving sold’ bis opera outrisht with 
other plays for £250. The notioa 
that Payne was a homeless wanderer 
is erroneous. “He made his home in 
various parts of the world, butzjt 
always was a comfortable one, 
sometimes even luxurious. It is true 
that he was frequently beset by 
money anxleties,"but thero never was 
& time after he went upon the atake 
that he did not egrn large sums! His

New York, Aug. 11—(United Preas). 
—Germany’s depreciation of the mark 
to more than a million for a dollar has 
been possible only by the government's 
deliberate avoidance of imposing ade- 
quate taxation on the German people. 
The Gtrmans are paying scarcely more 
than 1 per cent. of the government's 
expenses in taxation. The rest of the 
expenses are being met by the flood of 

paper money, 

The only way Germany can put such 
huge amounts of poper marks in circu- 
lation is by printing the money instesd 
of collecting taxes, and then using the 
fiat paper to pay the government's bills. 
This policy has been deliberately adopt- 
ed by the Berlin government for the 
same reason that it was adopted in Rus- 
sia—to save the people from being tax- 
ed.

The stabilization of the: mark may 
therefore be brought sbout by prole- 
tariat -action, through the realization 
that sound money is the . workingman's 
best friend.

Recently scientists at the federal 
forcet products laboratory here have 
derived a simple formula for man 
ufacture of glue from the blood of 
animals. Pieces of wood held to- 
gether by this glue. required a pres 
sure of 300 pounds to break ther 
apart after they had been soaked in 
water-for a month, United  Stater 
navy tests require only a etrength 
of 180 pounds after a two day soak- 
ing, 

In every aze man has made use of 
the coagulating properties of blood 
for making glue. The — Ezyptions 
slaughtered. oxen on bridges when 
they desired to fasten timbers to- 
gether, so that they would resist the 
action of water, All other. blood 
slues had to be used while fresh or 
“required high temperatures to re- 
store adhesive qualities, 

This new ‘glue’ requires no heat for 
application, It may be put on with 
a brush a mechanical giuc 
spreader, 5 

The glue ix made by the additior 
ofa complex chemical substance. 
paraformaldehyde, on sale at all diuc 
stores and ammonia, to blood album 
in, The blood albumin comes in a 
powdered form and is a by-product of 
sfiughter houses. The ingrédients 
must be carefully weizhed and atir 
red together, but aside from © thes 
precautions, any inexperienced per 
son may make it. 

The glue has © proved — extrem=ly 
successful not only with thin ven-es 
but with‘thick wood of light lumber 
such as spruce. It cannot yet b& 
recommended for gluing thick ven-e 
or for dense Jumber,: such aa ash 
maple, birch and oak, but further 
tests at the laboratory are expectec 
to develop it for these uses, 

It is hoped that it may be develop 
ed ultinately for such purposes ar 
coating airplane wings, raincoats and 
other materials which must be water- 
proof. Numerous - synthetic guns 
and rubbers are now used for this 
purpose, :

& “The auicide of children Is a mat- 
ter particularly” distressing, ‘and a 
moat serious problem, to be carefully 
considered, ln 1919 we reported 477 
child ‘suicides, In-1920 there were 
797. In 1921 the number. had tn- 
creased to 858. In 1932 there were 
over’ 900, or nearly 8,000 ,in four 
years, The average age of boy sul- 
cides is sixteen, girls, nfteen. Most 
Sirls use poison; the boys use a gun. 
When five school girls in four days 
commit suicide it ts time the public 
asked tho’reason why. The conclu- 
sion’ reached probably will be that 
they were temporarily disordered, or 
home ‘conditions were intolerable, or 
that the school system was st fault. 
All three are the chief causes for 
child suicide, ; 

“Child marriage is another serious 
cause. | In 1920 there were 1,600 
boys and 12,000 girls fifteen years of 
age in tho United States listed as 
married, and nearly 500 of them 
Were recorded as widowed or divoro- 
e4.° The married boys of sixteen 
numbered 3,322, Those of seventeen 
numbered 7,690, thoee of eighteen, 
34,044. Girls who had married at 
sixteen numbered 41,630, at. seven- 
teen, 99,930, and those at eighteen, 
186,645. © Many of these children 
soon after marriage find that they 
have made a great mistako'in their 
choice, quarrel, separate, get  di- 
Voreed and supply many of our sui- 
cides as well as homicides, Parents 
and teachers should educate children 
to avold emotional excesses, to meet. 
bravely the unpleasant things of life, 

“The inability.to procure custom- 
ary alcoholic drinks and narcotic 
drugs helped to swell tho total of un- 
fortunates who died by thelr ‘own 
bands. Perhaps nothing has given 
more real sorrow and humiliation 
than the suicides of so many of our 
soldier boys. © Theso shell-shocked 
and disabled soldiers have given 
way, to helpless despair, more than 
1,000 having already committed sul- 
cide, “This league has given special 
attention to such cases, and is proud 
of having saved not a few from their 
greatest battle. 

“Dr. Thomas W. Salmon saya that 
‘most suicides are preventable.” The 
leaguo has proved that people 
tempted to end their lives will first 
come and talk it over, and that in 
most cases they can bo saved.’ We 
have heard much about our duty. to 
society and country, but we have for- 
gotten our duty to those who at our 
very doors ended their lives‘ for the 
lack of a helping hand when passing 
through life's greatest crisis. We do 
not noed investigators. The facts 
are well known. Sticide causes fill 
our papers and usually without at- 
tracting tho slightest attention. Wo 
need instant action.”* .

The percentage of world shipping 
"Lowned by Great Britain has fallen 
from 414% per cent. in 1914 to 33 per 
cent., while the United States, in 
pre-war days, almost a negligible 
faster, has jumped into second 
place with 21.4 per cent. of the 
“ft world’s total (or. 12,416,000 tons), 

Despite prevailing economic con- 
ditions in. Germany, that country has 
made remarkable strides since 1920. 
Germany's pre-war maritime fleet 
had a tonnage of '5,459,296 tons, but 
this-has fallen to 672,671 tons in 
1920. Today, however, the figure is 
given as 2,590,073 tons, indicative 
of the tremendous effort pat forth by 
Germany to regain lost maritime 
prestige. 
Among the interesting mass of in- 
formation listed py Lloyd's the gra- 
dual supercession of coal by oil fuel 
is indicated. In 1914 88.84 per cent. 
of the world’s shipping relied exclus- 
ively on coal, Gut in 1923 the figure 
had dropped to 68.87 per cent.

Assassin Bug. Le

Most of us take what comes in the 
matter of climate. -Perhaps we stop to 
wonder what the” Exkimo gets out of 
life wp there among the ice, snow and 
terrible cold. — + = 
Perhaps people 
wonder how those of us in a temperate 
clime ever put up with our long win- 
ters. 

As I said in a former article, you will 
usually do well in your own. particular 
climate if you are in good onlinary 
health. 

Perhaps a word for our less fortunate 
friends might be in order. 

Now, you scck a different cliniate 
for one of two reasons. 
it is a “bracing” climate or » “soothing” 
climate. So as in other things Ict your 
common sense be your guide.

Press).—Beer will help enforce the 
Eighteenth Amendm)nt, | accor i te 
Congressman R. C. Dyer, St, Louis. 
With this in view, Congressman Dyer 
plans to introduce at the session of Con: 
gress next December a resolution “te 
amend the Yolstead Prohibition En 
foreement Act by authorizing the manu- 
facture of beer with an alcoholic coh- 
tent of three and one-half per cént. 

“Most people will be satisfied witl 
good beer,” is the way Dyer put it 
“They would then help enforee thc 
law as to intoxicating liquors.” 

Dyer’s amendment would fix the al- 
coholic content of beverages at 2.72 
per cent, by weight, which would am- 
ount ‘to 3.50 per cent. by volume.

States is Increased 


Ottawa, Aug. 23—That’ the United 

States is increasing. its importation of 
dairy products from Canada: is shown 
in a rcport dealing with the dairy indus- 
try, issued by the Dominion i of 
Statistics, In July, 1923, Cariada™ siitp- 
ped to the United States 437,679 gallcens 
of fresh cream, valued at $695,016. as 
compared with 339,620 gallons in June 
and 245886 gallons in Jnly of the pre- 
ceding year.

It therefore be- 
came evident some years ago that any 
measure,,taken with a view to the pro- 
tection of our migratory birds, must be 
carried. out “in ‘co-operation with the 
United States, if it were to o- effective. 
The futility of protecting birds, in onc 
part of the country, only to have then 
killed in another section, was also ‘rec- 
ognised by the United States authori- 
tics, who, in 1913, enacted ticir Fedeml 
Migratory Bird Law, which gave uni- 
form protection to migratory birds 
throughout the various States of the 
Union, with cquable open scasens fixed 
in accordance with local cozditicns. 
There was now uniform protection 
throughout. the.United States, and 
conservationists both Of that country 
ahd of Canada immediately took steps 
urging the necessity for an international 
treaty for the protection of migratory 
birds. Their efforts were finally crown- 
ed with success when, in August, 1916, 
the “Migratory Birds Convention” was 
signed by the representatives. of Great 
itain and the United States. This 
treaty provides for the absolute protec-

Migratory Birds Convention Act, thus 
making it possible for them to enforce 
the terms of the Treaty within ‘their 
respective teiritorics, the principal work 
for the Federal Department, in this con- 
nection, is the education of the people 
to a knowledge of the law and its ben- 
efits and the encouragement of a sym- 
pathetic attitude towards bird protec- 
tion, At the same time it has enforced 
the law in remote sections and in eome 
rovinces. ; ‘ 
ey very important means by which 
the Act is enforced is through the me- 
diym* of a large” force of Honorary 
Game Officers—men and ‘women who 
voluntarily give their services, each in 
his own locality, for the furtherance of 
bird protection work, with no thought 
of financial remuneration but _ simply 
because they are in sympathy with the 
‘cause of the birds. These include men 
from all walks in life, including business 
and professional. men and farmers and 
febermen, and the fact that their num- 
bers are steadily increasing is most en- 
couraging for the future welfare of Can- 
ada’s bird life. 

The prospect for the future is most 
promising in every way. Already a no- 
ticeable increase in game birds is ap- 
parent, and it seems practically certain 
that, due to the wise precautionary 
measure which has been taken in the 
passing of the Migratory Birds Treaty, 
Canadians of the future wil! be able to 
enjoy the same delightful hunting ex- 
peditions as their forefathers and to ex- 
perience the same thrills of conquest 
that- have been the delight of every 
hunter from timé immemorial, as well 
aa having -the health-giting ‘opportun- 
‘ities afforded by: such expeditions. 

If g<itise policy of protecion for our 
thigratory. birds is continued, it is not 
amprobable that new industrica may de- 
velop. Onc possibility is the produc- 
tion of ciderdown, which is now: obtain- 
tble only from the European markets, 
At present the numbers of eider in 
many parts of Canada have become sad- 
'y reduced, but duc to the absolute pro- 
‘ection afforded them under the Migra- 
‘tory Birds Treaty Act since the year 
1918 and to the practical surety of their 
future protection as deemed necessary, 
there seems no reason why these valu- 
able birds should not afford one of the 
coming industries for the coasts where 
they breed.

Quebce, Aug. 23—The Canadian Ps- 
cific steamer Empress of Britain, from 
Hamburg, Southampton ,and © Cher- 
bourg, in command of Capt. R. C. Late 
ta, arrived at Quebec this morning at 
5.50 o'clock with 732 passengers, 110 sa- 
loon, 114 second and 508 third-class, 
The latter were all British settlers book- 
ed for Ontario and the west, They 
were landed at 7 o'clock for immigra- 
tion inspection and three hours later 
were on their way to their destinations 
by Canadian Pacific special train.

Jury” Finds Man Hit By 
Truck Died of Compli- 
cation of Diseases © 


DRIVER EXONERATED 


Testimony of 1 Witnesses at 
Inquest. Shows Driver 
‘Was Not Negligent 


No blame fs attachea to Alex. Gil- 
more, of Rednersville, driver of the 
truck which-figured in the accident at 
the: corner © of Bridge and Front 
streets on August 9th, last, when 
David Babcock, an aged man who 
died on Ang. 19th last, was injured. 

Coroners’ Jury at the conclusion of 
the Inquest held last night at the 
Police Court before Coroner Dr, R.-W. 
Tennent, further found that the acci- 
dent in question did not in any way 
cause the man’s death, but that a 
complication of diseases from which 
he wag suffering really was the cause, 
Babcock died at the Belleville Gener- 
al Hospital at'11 a.m. Aug 19th. 

Seven witnessess _ were examined 
by Crown Attorney Donnan, two of 
whom were attending — physicians. 
Foreman W. H. Panter of the Coro- 
ner’a Jury returned the rerdict to 
Coroner Tennent after the jury had 
teen out but a few minutes, 

The formal wording of the verdict, 
was as follows: 

“We the jury, empanelied to 
enquire into the death of David 
Babcock, find that deceased died 
in Belleville General Hospital on 
Aug. 19th, of old age and.a com- 
plication of diseases, and that-the 
accident which occurred on ° the 

* corner of Front Street and Bridge 
streets .in City of Belleville on 

August 9th did not fn any way 

contribute to hie death, and the 

driver of the truck was in no way 
to blame.” 

Dr. George Stoble told of having at- 
tended David Babcock on August 9th. 
He was suffering from a small lacer- 
ation over the risht eyebrow, also an 
abrasion on the right forearm and an 
injury on tho front of the right shin, 
possibly a slight fracture, 

That evening between 7 and 8 p.m, 
the man moaned aml was semi-delir- 
fous In the hospital, The injuries 
could not have caused the mental 
condition, Dr. Stobie believed. Next 
morning he was violent, shouted at 
times, and was in this condition un- 
til his death. He showed evidences of 
senility, the doctor explained, with 
degeneration of heart, arteries and 
kidneys.

Surely some plan can be evolved 
by the Provincial and Dominion gov- 
ernments by which the almost inex- 
haustive supplies of Canadian coal 
can be utilized in Canada. Re-ad- 
festment of the east and ‘west traf- 
fic over the Canadian National Rail- 
ways by which coal could be hauled 
in returning “empties” from the 
West during ‘slack seasons should 
serve to minimize the tariff tolls.

The German 
reople have.tho goods with which to 
pay the government's expenses if the 
Fovernmont ;would only assess taxes 
on a proper basis, This would auto 
matically BEbilizo the mark. ~ "The 
artificaflity of Germany’s depressed 
currency is demonstrated by the fact 
that the actual wealth in goods of the 
German people has been constantly 
focreasing while the mark falls.

and for a cent means the hundreds of 
milllfons of American dollars used for 
tpeculating in German currency have 
gone forever. Gone, that is to say, out 
ot American pockets to pay for ra 
materials which are providing a con- 
siderable part of the basis of Ger 
man’s present prosperity. 

WILL NEVER COME BACK 


Marks will never come back. There 
is no record in history of a currency 
depreciated far less destructively 
than Germany's ever being restored 
to parity. To do so would be too cost- 
Jy for the industrialists and financiers 
who have made so much by the mark’s 
decline, Germany will fx a new rate 
for the mark, whenever the time 
teema appropriate to those in charge 
ct German world policy, That rate. 
whatever it Is, will not harm the 
money kings. 

Stabilization in Germany is a me 
chanical matter of making taxes 
€qual expenses, The German govern: 
ment can do this any time it desires, 
because of the real prosperity of the 
country. It will make no difference 
for the fature on.what basis the mark 
is stabilized. It can be done at a mil- 
lion marks for a dollar or ten million. 
Whenever a stabilization level i 
reached and is maintained, prices ir 
Germany will quickly adjust them 
selves to the new base. Thereafter, 
world price levels will be reached and 
the German people can resume sar 
ing, knowing that marks will pur 
chase approximately the same one 
week'as the next.

Potatoes Offered at 40 to 60 
Cents per Peck—Apples, 
30 to 50 Cents per Peck 


One of the finest markets in weeks, 
was held on the square today, and 
produce was eagerly sought and pur- 
chased by the throngs of customers, 
First signs of Autumn were evidenced 
by the presence on one wagon, of >a 
life size pumpkin, (shades of Hal- 
lowe’en). It sold for 25 cents, Tho 
hardy, late summer flowers also told 
ef the wane of summer, and taste- 
fully arranged in bouquets and vases 
drew large crowds of the flower loy- 
ing sight seers and purchasers, - 

Potatoes and apples .were very 
plentiful, and despite the dry summer 
some excellent samples of both were 
in evidence, Potatoes sold from 40 to 
CO cents per peck. St. Lawrence, Red 
Astrakan, and Duchess apples, large 
and juicy, sold at. from 20 to 50 cents 
per peck. One wagon was loaded with 
svater melons, some of which were as 
large as a beer keg, They retailed at 
$1.00 each and their younger brothers 
told at 60 cents per. Plenty of corn 
sold at 15 cents per doz, and caull- 
flowers from 25 to 30 cents a rea) 
Gne box of muskmelons sold at 
cents apiece. 


Tomatoes sold at 50 cents per peck, 
while strawberry tomatoes went at 
10 cents per. small box. Pickling on- 
fons brought 20 cents per box, car- 
rots and beets, 5 cents per bunch. 

Long black berries wero sold at 30 
cents per small box, and red rasp- 
berries. at 28 cents per small box. 
Burbank plums were 65 per peck, or, 
$0 centa a basket. Honcy 75 cents for

Eggs were the most plentiful ‘fruit’ 
on the square, and they retailed at 23 
cents per doz. by the basket, or 30" 
cents by per doz. by tho single dozen.

Being consulted by a patient with 
a painful knee, a physician .diag- 
nosed the trouble as a strain of ,the 
inner ligament: that helps hold the 
bones of the upper: and Jower ied to- 

er. 

He bound it up and some relief 
was obtained but it was not long 
befgre the patient was back again. 

The physician then went careful- 
ly into the history of the case, The 
patient was middle aged, of good 
weight, and his work necessitated his 
standing by a bench or table all day. 
In: other. words, the muscles of the 
feet would be bearing all his weight 
without any actual movement of the 
“arch” muscles, 

And when the feet were bared, a 

real flat foot was exposed on the 
same leg as tho painful knec. As 
the knee was so painful that he was 
incapacitated for work, severe and 
immediate measures had to be taken. 
A plaster cast was made of his foot, 
and an arch aa obtained, He 
secured instantaficous relicf and was 
able to continue his daily employ- 
ment in comfort. As was mentioned 
in another article the exercise rais- 
ing on the tocs, and walking on the 
sides of the feet will usually bring 
up a fallen arch. 
at people whilst combing thcir 
hair, dressing. or undressing cstab- 
lish the habit of walking about the 
room on their tocs or outer sides of 
the feet. Every time they descend 
the stairs they walk on their tocs, 
You walk down stairs frequently so

averaged “6265 attendance, 1,500 af 
which was recorded in the free scata, 
Total receipts were $295,000,

ly. Last year, with 48 performances, 
with 9 total attendance of 268,000, the 
opera's receipts were $197,000.

—A real fear is expressed’ in diplomatic 
circles here that’ Germany is about to 
turn Bolshevist. :

Bince the Treaty “of Versailles, Ger- 
many has. prof to follow a policy 
of fulfillment the treaty of peaer. 
Despite the fact Rhat this- profession is 
dluff, Germany's avowed policy for the 
past four years has been one of fulfill- 
ment of the treaty. 

This has been a sort of “western pol- 
icy,” for through - fulfillment of . the 
treaty, Germany hoped to remain ‘in 
the fashily of so-called western nations, 
and after finally discharging the obli- 
gations that rested upon her in the Ver- 
sailles Treaty, again to become one: of 
the principal powers of the Western 
world, 

This was the only course which Ger- 
many saw open to\her through which 
to remain a factor in the western world. 
Of course, if Germany had the power to 
defy the allics and throw off the yoke 
of the Vereailles Treaty,“that would be 
another course—and a coune that 
gladly would be taken advantage of— 
but Germany has not such power. 

“Therefore, the only other course 
Germany has along which to devclop 
her foreign ‘policy. is towards the cast— 
Sovict Russia. This has been a spectre 

-alam.etetheieyes..of the western 
world since the peace at Versailles— sn 
allianeg between Soviet ~ Russia, Na- 
tionalist Turkey and finally Germany, 

Such a triple-alliance already has 
been partly made. Turkey has her 
treaty of ‘alliance with Sovict Russa, 
and there is the Rappalo economic] < 
treaty between Germany and: Russia. 
However, the effect of the Ruso-Ger- 
man trea ty is belicved «here to have 
been largely negligible and ncither have 
Turkey and Russia recently been 24 
close allies as might have been expect: 
ed, 

At,the Cross-roads 

But. now Germany is regarded ns 
standing at the croe-foads of her fu- 
ture—whether to attempt to remain a 
part of the western world or t um to 
the arms of Sovict Russia, ar ms that 
are open and ready. ~ 

Germany's. condition has © grown 
steadily worse since the arnistice. Her 
currency now is verging on 
of being worthless, und is going down 
the same paper path that spelled the 
obliteration of Russia's currency. 

German observers here say: “What 
has the western policy of the post-war 
government’ of Germany brought her? 
Nothing but ruint. The nation. can 
now only turn castward to Soviet Rus- 
sia.” 

, An a Iiance between Germany, Rus- 
sia a nd Turkey is frankly feared by 
western. diplomats. They © regard — its 
possible consummation. as a treat of 
future—perhaps early war, Such alli- 
ance would have vast man power and 
natural resources. With the technical 
skill which “is conceded. the Germans, 
organization of a huge and powerful 
army is conceded possible. 

The Attitude of- Japan 

There. ig also a question in the mind 
of official Washington whethcr Japan 
would regard such alliance a menace to 
her aspirations, Japan wants a firm 
foothold in the Asiatic mainland. Rus- 
ria vould well afford, diplomats say, to 
cede to Japan a large portion of t he 
eastern Asiatic mainland in return for 
adherence to such alliance. A. free 
hand in China would be a possible add- 
ed bait. 

The result might be an alliance be- 
tween eastern Eyrope and Asia against 
Poland, France and. Belgium. Eng- 
land, it is believed here, would’ stand 
uloof, trying only to ave her_castern 
empire, The attitude of Italy is’ pro- 
blematic, while the Americans are not 
figured as a possible factor in the tangle 
Japan, itis felt, given practically aun- 
limited sweep in castern Asia, would no 
longer menace “the” eastern ‘ powessions 
of the United States—at least not for 
generations. ,

The op 
portunity’ for pathetic ‘companies of 
crphans’ to get an education and a 
‘chance in life may depend’ entirely 
upon’ the faithfulness and honesty of 
bankers and bank inspection.
